WONKA 
These two very old people are the father and mother of Mr. 
Bucket, and those two very old people on the other side of 
the bed are the father and mother of Mrs. Bucket. This is Mr. 
Bucket, and that ts Mrs. Bucket. The small boy standing right 
there ts Charlie Bucket, their only son. 


(WONKA saps his fingers, andthe cone eg) 
CHARLIE
